In a brief message to the legisla- 
ture, as his last official act, the de- 
parting executive reviewed the work 
of his administration and expressed 
himself as well pleased with its ac- 
complishments. He said he was leav- 
ing the state government in a strong 
financial condition. He urged that 
no more than $15,000,000, the present 
annual expenditure, should be spent 
in any one year on highway; and de- 
clared that at present the widening 
and reconstruction of highways bad- 
ly built originally consumed all the 
money the state should expend upon 


that department. He added that of 
the 6,500 miles of state highways, 


1,500 were roads which should never 
have been included in the system, they 
were not of general use, but merely 
of local importance. 


He urged that the death penalty 
should not be abolished, or pardons 
and reprieves granted, except in ex- 
ceptional cases, and he referred to 
the national guard as an institution 
that had saved the state from mob 
violence, and preserved order. He 
strongly opposed the issuing of proc- 
lamations by every municipal, coun- 
ty and state official on all possible 


occasions and said such a practice 
should be forbidden by law. He 
spoke about the enormous cost of 


public education; and while express- 
ing the belief that it should be as 
general, as broad and as free to all 
and thorough as possible, yet he 
thought the financial side of the ques-
